All  students  will  be  assigned  to  schools  and  programs  in  the  Boston  Public  Schools  under  the  guidelines  of  the  plan 
in  Kindergarten  through  grade  12  for  the  1991-1992  school  year. 

WHAT  YOU  NEED  TO  KNOW  ABOUT  THE  BOSTON  STUDENT  ASSIGNMENT  PLAN: 
GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  Boston  Student  Assignment  Plan  splits  the  city  into  three  geographic  zones  (EAST,  NORTH  AND  WEST)  for 
grades  kindergarten  through  grade  8.  There  is  one  citywide  zone  for  high  schools.  The  plan  provides  a  variety  of 
schools  and  program  offerings  for  parents  in  their  selection  of  the  schools  most  appropriate  for  their  children.

BEFORE  YOU  BEGIN:  General  Information 


Finding  the  right  school  for  your  child  is  an  important  task,  and  understanding  both  the  possibilities  and  the  limitations 
will  help  you  simplify  your  effort.  Please  read  this  section  carefully  before  you  make  your  choices  for  assignment. 

Q.    WHAT  DOES  THE  BOSTON  STUDE^fT  ASSIGNMENT  PLAN  OFFER? 

A.    There  are  EARLY  LEARNING  CENTERS  open  to  4,  5,  and  6  year  olds  in  the  three  zones,  and  some  3  year  olds  in 
the  North  Zone  only. 

KINDERGARTEN  is  open  to  4  and  5  year  olds  and  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  are  from  grades  1  through  5. 
MIDDLE  SCHOOLS  serve  students  in  grades  6-8  and  MAGNET  HIGH  SCHOOLS  and  programs  grades  9-12. 

•  One  Citywide  Elementary  school  will  be  available.  Rafael  Hernandez  Elementary  Two-way  Language  School. 

•  Three  Citywide  Middle  schools/programs  will  be  available.  They  are: 

•  1.  King  Middle  /  Carnegie  School 

2.  Timilty  Middle  /  Project  Promise  School 

3.  Science  &  Technology  Preparatory  Program  /  Boston  Technical 

•  Each  high  school  will  offer  both  a  comprehensive  program  and  magnet  theme.  (See  pages  36  -  39  for  descrip- 
tions of  these  themes). 

•  There  will  be  three  specialized  schools:  Carter,  Horace  Mann  and  McKinley. 

BILINGUAL  programs  are  offered  in  nine  languages  for  students  who  do  not  speak  English  and  a  variety  of  classes 
and  programs  are  offered  for  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  students. 

Q.    HOW  CAN  I  GET  ADDITIONAL  INFORMATION  ABOUT  STUDENT  ASSIGNMENTS  AND  ABOUT 
CERTAIN  SCHOOLS? 

A.  There  are  Parent  Information  Centers  in  each  of  the  zones  where  parents  and  other  school  department  staff  are 
trained  to:

talk  to  parents  about  specific  schools

THE  CONTROLLED  CHOICE  STUDENT  ASSIGNMENT  PLAN: 

HOW  DOES  IT  WORK? 


Parents  of  all  Boston  Public  School  students  will  choose  from  a  wide  range  of  schools  and/or  programs  for  their 
children  imder  the  plan.  They  will  be  asked  to  "rank  order"  as  many  schools  and/or  citywide  magnet  programs  as 
they  would  like  to  choose,  picking  one  school/program  as  their  first  choice  (#1),  second  choice  (#2),  etc.  It  is  sug- 
gested that  parents  should  consider  making  a  minimum  of  five  (5)  schools  as  their  choices  for  assignment  in  order  of 
preference.  High  school  assignment  choices  are  not  restricted  to  a  geographical  zone.  All  high  schools  are  offered 
as  choices  on  the  student  application ,  with  the  exception  of  examination  schools.  Students  with  a  present  school 
guarantee  have  the  option  to  select  other  school  choices  within  their  zone  of  residence,  as  well  as  citywide  schools  or 
programs  for  the  appropriate  grades. 

Q.    DO  I  HAVE  TO  APPLY  FOR  A  SCHOOL  IF  MY  CHILD  IS  ALREADY  ENROLLED  IN  A  BOSTON  PUBLIC 
SCHOOL? 

A    It  depends  on  the  current  grade.  If  your  child  is  in  grades  K2  (non-guarantee  assignment),  grade  5  or  8,  you  will  be 
required  to  complete  an  application.  Please  note  the  exceptions.  If  your  child  is  not  in  either  of  these  grades,  he/she 
may  remain  in  his/her  present  school.  If  no  choice  is  made,  the  assignment  to  present  school  will  be  automatic  if  the 
program  exists  in  the  present  school.  The  guide  below  will  help  you. 

Q,    WHAT  SHOULD  I  KNOW  BEFORE  I  CHOOSE  A  SCHOOL  FOR  NEXT  YEAR?

NEW  TO  BOSTON 

•  All  kindergarten  half-day  day  choices  of  schools  are  grouped  into  permanent 
and  non-guarantee  assignments.  All  full  day  kindergarten  assignments  are 
permanent. 

•  A  child  may  be  assigned  to  a  half-day  permanent  or  a  half-day  non-guarantee 
kindergarten  program  or  a  full  day  permanent  program. 

•  All  students  requesting  half-day  Klor  K2  programs  will  be  considered  for 
permanent  assignments  in  accordance  with  the  Controlled  Choice 
Guidelines.  Permanent  assignment  means  a  guarantee  for  a  K-5  seat  in  the 
assigned  school. 

•  Students  not  receiving  permanent  half-day  Kl  or  K2  assignments  will  be 
considered  for  placement  in  a  half-day  non-guarantee  seat. 

•  All  Kl  students  assigned  to  a  non-  guarantee  seat  will  be  grandfathered  to  a 
K2  non-guarantee  seat. 

•  Students  with  a  Kl  or  K2  non-guarantee  assignment  will  receive  first 
consideration  for  continuation  at  the  same  school  through  grade  5  for  the 
following  school  year  if  requested  as  the  first  choice  within  the  Controlled 
Choice  Guidelines. 

CURRENTLY  ENROLLED  IN  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

•  Parents  of  students  who  are  now  in  half-day  Kl  (permanent  or 
non-guarantee)  may  choose  to  keep  their  children  at  that  school  for  K2  and 
will  be  automatically  grandfathered  to  half-day  K2. 

•  Parents  of  students  who  are  currently  assigned  to  a  Kl  or  K2  non-guarantee 
program  who  wish  to  apply  for  a  permanent  assignment  in  the  current  school 
or  any  school  in  their  zone  will  be  required  to  complete  an  application. 
Students  who  received  nonguarantee  assignments  for  Kl  or  K2  will  be  con- 
sidered first  for  continuation  in  the  same  school  through  grade  5  for 
September  if  requested  as  a  first  choice  within  the  Controlled  Choice 
Guidelines. 

•  Parents  of  students  who  currently  have  a  permanent  K2  assignment  may 
choose  to  keep  their  children  at  the  same  school  through  grade  5.  Students 
will  automatically  be  grandfathered  to  grades  1  thru  5  in  the  current  school. 


If  the  level  is: 
Grade  1  /  ELC 


•     Students  currently  assigned  to  the  ELC  grade  KO  (North  zone  only),  Kl  and 
K2  in  these  centers  will  be  automatically  grandfathered  to  the  next 
appropriate  grade. 


•     Students  in  grade  1  in  the  Early  Learning  Centers  will  have  the  following 
priorities  for  assignment  to  grade  2: 

Lyon  School/ELC  to  Garfield  School 
East  Zone/ELC  to  Holland  School 
West  Zone/ELC  to  Hennigan  School 


If  the  level  is: 

Elementary  School  Grade  1-5 


NEW  TO  BOSTON 

Students  may  be  assigned  to  a  school  within  their  zone  of  residence  or  may 
make  choices  for  citywide  schools  or  programs  for  the  appropriate  grade. 
Advanced  work  classes  are  offered  in  grades  4-5.  Entry  is  by  examination. 


CURRENTLY  ENROLLED  IN  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

•  Parents  of  students  who  are  currently  enrolled  in  grades  1-4  may  choose  to 
have  their  children  remain  in  the  present  school  or  select  other  schools 
within  their  zone  of  residence  or  citywide  school  at  the  appropriate  grade 
level.  If  no  choices  are  made,  students  will  be  assigned  to  their  present  school 
automatically. 

•  Students  in  grade  5  who  will  be  entering  grade  6  will  be  required  to  apply  for 
a  zone  middle  school  or  one  of  the  citywide  magnet  middle  schools  or 
citywide  magnet  programs. 

Exceptions: 

Advanced  Work  Class  students  may  remain  in  their  present  school  to  the 

highest  level,  as  well  as  grade  5  students  who  are  enrolled  in  the  Hernandez 

School. 


If  the  level  is: 

Middle  School  Grades  6-8 


NEW  TO  BOSTON 

Students  may  be  assigned  to  a  zone  middle  school  or  make  choices  for 
citywide  middle  schools  or  programs.  Advanced  Work  Classes  are  offered  in 
grade  6.  Entry  is  by  examination. 

CURRENTLY  ENROLLED  IN  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

•  Parents  of  students  who  are  currently  enrolled  in  grades  6  and  7  may  choose 
to  have  their  children  remain  in  the  present  school  or  specify  other  preferen- 
ces from  the  Usting  of  school  options/choices  on  the  student  apphcation. 

•  Students  in  grade  8  who  will  be  entering  grade  9  will  be  required  to  apply  for 
a  magnet  high  school  and/or  magnet  program. 


Exceptions: 

Examination  Schools.  Students  in  grades  7-8  may  continue  to  the  highest 

level  of  these  schools.  Entry  is  by  examination  only. 


Ifthe  level  is: 

High  School  Grades  9-11 

NEW  TO  BOSTON 

•    Students  may  be  assigned  to  a  citywide  school  for  the  appropriate  grade. 

CURRENTLY  ENROLLED  IN  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS 

•    Students  may  choose  to  remain  in  the  present  school  or  select  other  high 
school  choices. 

Ifthe  program  is  Transitional  Bilingual  Education  and/or 
Special  Needs  Substantially 
Separate  Assignments 

•  Special  Needs  students  will  be  assigned  to  programs  within  their  residential 
zones  and  citywide,  to  the  extent  possible. 

•  Bilingual  and  Special  Needs  sudents  currently  enrolled  will  be  grandfathered 
to  their  present  program  unless  there  is  a  change  in  their  bilingual  or  special 
needs  status  and  unless  the  program  does  not  exist. 

•  Low  incidence  bilingual  students  will  be  assigned  to  the  program  siste. 

•  Special  needs  (.4)  students  who  require  special  needs  servcies  will  be  offered 
choices  in  the  Learning  Disabled  (LD),  Learning  Adaptive  Behavior 
(LAB),  and  Social  and  Academic  Remediation  (SAR)  programs  to  the  ex- 
tent possible  within  their  zone  and  citywide.

Q.    WHAT  ARE  SCHOOL  CHOICES  FOR  PARENTS 
OF  NEW  STUDENTS  WHO  WILL  BE  ENTERING 
BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS? 

A-    New  students  may  choose  schools  within  their  zone  of 
residence.  In  addition,  citywide  schools  or  programs 
will  be  offered  as  choices.  High  schools'  comprehensive 
range  of  options/choices  will  include  programs  and 
magnet  themes.  Any  student  may  apply  for  a  magnet 
school  or  program.  A  computerized  random  selection 
process  determines  who  is  assigned  based  on  racial 
guidelines  and  available  seats. 

Q.    ARE  THERE  OTHER  SCHOOL  CHOICES 
AVAILABLE? 


A.    In  a  limited  number  of  schools,  unassigned  seats  may  be 
considered  as  choices  for  students  residing  across  zone 
lines.  Assignments  across  zone  lines  will  be  granted  based 
on  availability,  by  grade  and  race.  Under  this  plan,  zone 
residents  will  have  first  priority.  The  following  schools  and 
others  to  be  determined  will  be  involved  in  this  program: 
Mason,  Emerson,  Winthrop,  Dickerman,  and  Perry. 

Q.    WHAT  IS  A  CITYWIDE  MAGNET  SCHOOL  OR 
PROGRAM? 

A-    A  citywide  magnet  school  or  program  provides  a  means 
for  bringing  together  students  of  all  races  and  ethnic 
groups  from  all  over  the  city  into  an  educational  setting 
based  on  common  academic  interests.  Boston  has 
citywide  magnet  offerings  at  the  elementary,  middle, 
and  high  school  levels. 

Q.    CAN  MY  CHILD  GO  TO  THE  SAME  SCHOOL  FOR 
KINDERGARTEN  AND  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL? 

A.    Parents  of  students  in  Kl  or  K2  may  choose  to  keep 
their  children  at  that  school  for  grade  1,  if  the  kinder- 
garten 1  &  2  assignments  are  permanent  and  guarantee 
an  assignment  from  Kl  thru  grade  5  at  the  present 
school.  If  the  student  receives  a  non-guarantee  K2  as- 
signment, the  parent  will  be  required  to  apply  for  the 
current  school  for  grade  one. 

Q.    WILL  MY  CHILDREN  BE  ASSIGNED  TO  THE 
SAME  SCHOOL? 

A.    Siblings  who  reside  within  the  identical  residential  unit 
with  identical  parents/guardians  will  be  consider- 
ed for  the  same  school  assignment  if  requested  as  a  first 
choice  within  the  appropriate  level  i.e.,  K-5  and  6-8 
and  9-12.  Siblings  will  be  given  priority  for  assignment. 
Under  this  plan,  priority  also  will  be  offered  to 
siblings  who  request  a  transfer  from  the  waiting  list 
based  on  capacity. 


Q.    IF  I  MOVE,  WHAT  DO  I  DO? 


If  your  child  is  in  a  zone  school,  he  or  she: 

•  will  be  able  to  remjiin  in  his  or  her  current  school  if 
the  zone  remains  the  same. 

•  may  stay  at  his  or  her  current  school  (for  the 
remainder  of  the  year  only)  if  the  student  moves 
after  mid-October  and  the  new  address  changes  the 
zone.  Boston  PubUc  Schools  may  not  be  able  to  pro- 
vide transportation. 

•  may  choose  a  school  within  the  new  zone. 

If  yoiu-  child  is  in  a  magnet  school/program,  he  or  she 
remains  at  the  same  school.  Transportation  will  be 
provided  if  student  is  ehgible  for  service. 

The  school  principal  must  be  notified  about  the  new  ad- 
dress as  soon  as  possible.  You  must  take  two  proofs  of 
your  address  to  one  of  the  following:    your  child's  cur- 
rent school,  a  Parent  Information  Center,  or  the  School 
Information  Center,  located  at  26  Court  Street,  9th 
Floor,  Downtown,  Boston. 

Proofs  of  address  include: 

•  Most  recent  printed  utility  bill  in  the  name  of  the 
parent  or  legal  guardian 

•  Medicare/Medicaid  cards  with  preprinted 
address 

•  Massachusetts  driver's  license  under  plastic  seal 

•  Bank  statements  with  preprinted  address 

•  Mortgage  or  lease  with  preprinted  address 

•  Social  Service  Agency  Identification  card  or 
letter 

•  Employee  identification  card  with  preprinted 
address 

•  Verification  by  a  School  Department  attendance  su- 
pervisor 

If  you  have  no  acceptable  proof  of  your  new  address, 
notify  the  nearest  Parent  Information  Center  office 
listed  on  page  5  of  this  book.  An  attendance  supervisor 
will  visit  your  home  to  verify  yoiu"  new 
address.

A.    Students  are  eligible  if  they  live  more  than:

In  general  kindergarten  students,  who  are  eligible  for 
transportation,  ride  to  and  from  school  on  a  yellow 
bus.  They  are  picked  up  and  dropped  off  at  a  corner 
stop  near  home,  usually  two  or  three  blocks  away. 

Some  elementary  school  students  ride  yellow  buses,  as 
do  some  middle  and  some  high  school  students.  Other 
middle  and  high  school  students  may  receive  free 
MBTA  passes  each  month. 

Q.    WILL  SPECLU.  CONSIDERATION  BE  GIVEN  TO 
STUDENTS  LIVING  WITHIN  WALKING  DISTANCE 
OF  THE  SCHOOL  REQUESTED?  Q. 

A.    Students  in  grades  K-8  residing  within  walking  distance 
or  within  a  walk  zone  designation,  will  have  priority  in      A. 
assignment  when  competing  with  students  who  have  a 
walk  zone  school  that  is  different  from  the  school 
requested.  This  priority  will  comply  with  the  assignment 
guidelines  for  seats  initially  available  and  racial 
percentages  for  the  zone. 

Exception:  Walk  zone  priority  does  not  apply  to 
citywide  magnet  K-8  schools. 

Students  in  grades  9-12  who  reside  within  2  miles  of  a 
non-exam  school  must  mark  that  school  as  first 
choice  on  their  application  during  the  first  assign- 
ment period,  if  they  wish  to  be  considered  for  this 
priority. 

Q.    CAN  MY  CHILD  BE  PICKED  UP  AND 

DROPPED  OFF  AT  A  DAY  CARE  CENTER  OR 
ALTERNATIVE  SITE? 

A.    With  certain  restrictions,  the  school  principal  can 
arrange  for  your  child  in  grades  K-8  to  be  picked  up 
and  dropped  off  at  a  day  care  center,  child  care 
provider,  or  an  after  school  program. 

If  you  would  like  to  receive  an  application  for  alter- 
nate transportation,  please  call  the  principal  of  your 
child's  school  for  details.  (See  Pages  30,  32,  34) 

Q.    WHAT  ARE  RACL^  GUIDELINES? 

A.    To  assure  desegregation,  the  Controlled  Choice  Plan 
requires  the  School  Department  to  compose  enroll- 
ments for  each  school  based  on  racial  ethnic  percent- 
ages. Assignments  at  a  school  should  remain  within  a 
low-to-high  range  of  these  percentages.

WHAT  SHOULD  I  DO  IF  I  DO  NOT  RECEIVE  ANY 
OF  MY  SCHOOL/PROGRAM  CHOICES? 

You  should  visit  one  of  the  Parent  Information 
Centers,  complete  an  apphcation  and  request 
assistance  from  a  Parent  Coordinator  as  you  review 
the  school  choices. 

You  should  make  school/program  choices  that  may 
increase  your  chances  of  getting  an  assignment  for  your 
son/daughter. 

You  should  be  aware  that  at  the  end  of  the  final  round, 
unassigned  students  in  grades  1-12  will  be  administra- 
tively assigned. 

HOW  DOES  THE  WAITING  LIST/TRANSFER 
PROCESS  WORK? 

Students  in  grades  K-8  who  submit  applications  during 
each  assignment  round  and  do  not  receive  their  first 
choice  or  do  not  get  an  assignment  will  be  automatically 
considered  for  an  assignment  during  each  round  of 
the  apphcation  process.  Transfer  requests  will  be 
considered,  as  well,  during  each  subsequent  round. 

A  waiting  list  will  be  established  automatically  for  stu- 
dents in  grades  K  -  8  at  the  end  of  the  final  round,  until 
mid-August,  for  students  who  do  not  receive  their 
first  choice.  A  new  student  who  completes  an  applica- 
tion before  mid-August  or  any  student  who  requests  a 
transfer  and  does  not  get  his/her  first  choice  will  be 
placed  on  the  waiting  list. 

The  waiting  Hst  for  grades  9-12  will  be  established 
after  the  final  round  of  assignments.  Students  will  be 
placed  on  the  waiting  list  by  request  only,  based  on 
the  date  of  the  request. 

Assignments  from  the  waiting  lists  will  be  made  auto- 
matically until  mid-August. 

After  mid-August,  the  waiting  list  requests  will  be  con- 
sidered as  transfer  requests.  These  will  be  received 
and  collected  for  review  prior  to  the  end  of  the  first 
marking  term.  Transfers  will  be  made  automatically  to 
seats  based  on  the  Controlled  Choice  Guidelines. 

The  waiting  list  will  expire  at  the  end  of  the  first  mark- 
ing term. 

The  kindergarten  waiting  list  will  expire  at  the  clo.se 
of  the  second  marking  term. 
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THE  FIRST  STEP;  Kindergarten  for  4  and  5  Year  Olds 


Boston  was  the  first  American  city  to  offer  free  public  kindergarten  programs  in  1885,  and  remains  one  of  the  few  in  the 
state  to  provide  two  years  of  kindergarten  for  students. 

The  BPS  offers  two  years  of  rich  and  varied  developmental  kindergarten  programs  for  children  beginning  at  age  4,  in-     1 
eluding  Kindergarten  I,  Kindergarten  H,  and  the  Kindergarten  11  Extended  Day  Program.  Our  kindergartens  emphasize 
meeting  the  soaal,  emotional,  intellectual  and  physical  needs  of  young  children.  Language  arts,  reading  readiness,  math, 
music,  art,  social  studies,  science  and  physical  education  are  introduced  and  taught  in  educationally  stimulating  settings 
where  children  learn  to  interact  and  cooperate  with  one  another,  gain  self  confidence  and  are  prepared  to  succeed  m

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KINDERGARTEN  KI  AND  KII  HALF  DAY  PROGRAMS 

KI  and  KII  half-day  programs  provide  exciting  developmental  learning  experiences  in  languages  Jirts,  reading  readiness, 
math,  music,  art,  social  studies,  science  and  physical  education. 

K-II   EXTENDED  DAY  PROGRAM 

Extended  Day  Programs  provide  a  full-school  day  for  Kindergarten  II  children.  Located  in  selected  Zone  and  Citywide 
Schools,  the  Extended  Day  Programs  address  the  social,  emotional,  physical  and  intellectual  needs  emphasized  in  the 
half-day  Kindergarten  programs,  while  also  offering  a  variety  of  enrichment  experiences,  including  field  trips  and  cook- 
ing. The  goal  of  the  Extended  Day  Program  is  to  provide  an  expanded  kindergarten  program. 

BILINGUAL  KINDERGARTEN  PROGRAMS:  Half-Day  K-I  and  K-II,  Extended  Day  K-II 

The  Kindergarten  Bilingual  Programs  provide  instruction  in  English  and  in  one  of  the  nine  other  languages  offered  by 
the  City-wide  Bilingual  Programs:  Cambodian,  Chinese,  French/Haitian,  Greek,  Laotian,  Portuguese,  Cape  Verdean, 
Spanish  and  Vietnamese.  The  Kindergarten  Bilingual  Program  has  the  same  developmental  goals  as  other  kindergartens 
in  the  zones. 


COMMON  QUESTIONS  ASKED  ABOUT  KINDERGARTEN 


Q.    HOW  LONG  IS  A  KINDERGARTEN  CLASS? 

A.    Half-day  Kindergarten  classes  are  2 1/2  hours  long. 
Children  are  assigned  to  either  a  morning  or  an  after- 
noon session  for  the  entire  school  year.  There  will 
not  be  a  mid-year  session  change.    Extended  day 
kindergarten  classes  are  the  length  of  a  full  school 
day,  about  6  hours. 

Q.    CAN  I  CHOOSE  WHICH  SESSION  MY  CHILD 
ATTENDS? 

A.    For  students  who  walk  to  school,  the  principal  deter- 
mines which  session  the  child  attends.  Talk  to  the 
school  principal  if  you  have  a  preference. 

For  students  who  take  the  bus  to  school,  the  BPS 
Transportation  Office  determines  which  session  the 
child  attends.  Generally,  the  Transportation  Office 
tries  to  assign  students  from  the  same  neighborhood 
to  the  same  KI  or  KII  sessions. 

Q.    CAN  MY  CHILD  GO  TO  THE  SAME  SCHOOL  FOR 
KINDERGARTEN  AND  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL? 

A.    Yes,  if  the  pupil  is  in  a  controlled  choice  permanent 
seat  assignment  that  has  been  officially  processed  by 
the  DepiU'tment  of  Implementation  .  (Except  for  cer- 
tain half-day  K2  programs). 

Q.   CAN  MY  CHILD  BE  PICKED  AND  DROPPED  OFF 
AT  A  DAY  CARE? 

A-    With  certain  restrictions,  the  school  principal  can  ar- 
range for  your  child  to  be  picked  up  and  dropped  off 
at  the  day  care  center,  child  care  provider,  or  an  after 
school  program.

Q.    HOW  DO  I  ENROLL  MY  CHILD  IN  KINDERGAR- 
TEN? 

A.    There  are  three  steps: 

•  You  must  complete  a  registration  form.  The  ap- 
plication process-where  to  go  and  what  to  bring- 
is  explained  in  the  section  "How  to  Enroll".  (See 
page  25) 

•  Your  child  must  be  screened.  Each  child  who 
enters  a  BPS  kindergarten  for  the  first  time  must 
be  screened  the  week  before  kindergarten  begins. 
Call  your  child's  teacher  as  soon  as  school  opens 
in  September  and  set  up  a  kindergarten  screening 
appointment.  All  Boston  Public  Schools  open 
just  after  Labor  Day,  and  kindergarten  classes 
begin  two  weeks  later. 

•  You  must  bring  your  child's  immunization  record 
to  school,  showing  that  he  or  she  has  received  im- 
munizations against  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping 
cough,  polio  and  measles.  If  you  have  not  had 
your  child  immunized  because  of  health  reasons 
or  religious  beliefs,  you  must  bring  a  signed  state- 
ment to  that  effect. 

Q,   WHAT  IS  A  SCREENING? 

A.    Early  Childhood  Screening  for  children  ages  3  to  S  is 
mandated  by  state  Chapter  766  to  identify  children  in 
need  of  services  because  of  delays  in  developmental 
patterns.  The  screening  includes  assessment  of 
vision,  hearing,  language,  motor  skills,  health  and 
educational  growth.  Children  enrolled  in  KI  or  KII 
are  screened  upon  entry. 
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ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL;  An  Exciting  Time  for  Grades  1-5 

Q.   WHAT  IS  TAUGHT  IN  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL? 

A.    The  elementary  grades  1-5  provide  the  foundations  for  life  long  learning  for  our  children  through  a  variety  of 

teaching  and  leju-ning  experiences  in  reading,  language  arts,  mathematics,  social  studies,  hterature,  science,  the  arts, 
and  physical  education. 

Elementary  schools  are  fundamentally  concerned  with  the  development  of  mastery  of  basic  knowledge  and  skills  in 
accordance  with  the  child's  abilities,  interests  and  needs. 


WHAT  IF  A  STUDENT  NEEDS  ADDITIONAL 
HELP? 

Chapter  1  remedial  reading  and  math  programs  are 
available  in  most  elementary  schools.  Many  schools 
also  have  specialized  programs  developed  by  the  staff 
at  the  school  to  help  students,  some  schools  use  com- 
puters for  remediation,  others  have  specialists  who 
work  with  small  groups  of  students.  Ask  the  principal 
about  remedial  programs  in  your  child's  school. 

ARE  ALL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  FOR 
GRADES  K-S? 

Two  elementary  schools  are  not: 
The  Tobin  School  on  Mission  Hill  provides  instruc- 
tion for  grade  K-8  students  in  the  North  Zone.  The 
Rafael  Hernandez  is  a  two  way  bilingual  school 
providing  instructions  for  students  in  grades  K-8 
(1991-92)  and  students  are  drawn  from  across  the  city. 


DO  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  HAVE  ANY 
ENRICHMENT  PROGRAMS? 

The  elementary  schools  have  a  wide  variety  of  special 
programs.  There  is  enrichment  through  field  trips, 
computer  classes,  art/music  and  drama  performances. 
Many  schools  silso  have  special  themes  to  offer  stu- 
dents. 

Boston's  elementary  schools  also  benefit  from  con- 
tributions and  programs  supplied  by  corporations  and 
foundations.  The  Plan  for  Excellence,  for  example, 
solicits  and  funds  proposals  submitted  by  schools  for 
special  projects. 


MOVING  ON  TO  MIDDLE  SCHOOL:  Grades  6-8 


Boston's  middle  schools  emphasize  the  strengthening  of  basic  skills  and  offer  a  variety  of  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of 
all  students.  One  of  the  most  excitbg  new  programs  in  Boston's  middle  schools  is  Project  Promise,  described  fully 
on  page  18. 

Q.    WHAT  IS  TAUGHT  IN  MIDDLE  SCHOOL?  Q.    WHAT  IF  A  STUDENT  NEEDS  EXTRA  HELP? 


Q. 


In  general,  middle  school  students  receive  daily 
instruction  in  Language  Arts,  Social  Studies,  Readmg, 
Mathematics  and  Science  with  added  study  in  Com- 
puters, Music,  Art,  Physical  Education  and  Vocation- 
al Education.  Since  middle  school  students  are  so 
imique,  many  different  programs  have  been  set  up  to 
meet  the  individual  needs  of  the  adolescent.  These 
programs,  both  accelerated  and  remedial,  address  the 
middle  school  student's  need  for  hands-on  experien- 
tial learning. 

ARE  ALL  MIDDLE  SCHOOLS  FOR  STUDENTS  IN 
GRADES  6-8? 


Chapter  1  remedial  programs  for  reading  and  math 
are  available  in  many  middle  schools.  In  addition, 
most  middle  schools  have  Targeted  Reading 
Programs  for  students  who  need  help.  Reading  clas- 
ses are  limited  to  15  students  and  are  taught  by  cer- 
tified reading  teachers.  Other  middle  schools  have 
developed  programs  unique  to  their  schools.  Ask  the 
principal  about  remedial  programs  in  the  school. 


Q.  DO  THE  MIDDLE  SCHOOLS  HAVE  ANY 
SPECIAL  PROGRAMS? 


A.    Several  schools  are  not.  The  Tobin  School  on 
Mission  Hill  is  for  grades  K-8  and  the  Rafael 
Hernandez  in  Roxbury  includes  grades  K-8  (1991-92) 
in  a  two  way  bilingual  program.   Another  middle 
school  program  (grade  8)  is  Science  and  Technology 
at  Boston  Technical  High  School. 


A.    Many  schools  do  have  special  programs,  such  as 

computer  education.  Project  Promise,  and  a  variety  of 
others. 
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FINDING  THE  RIGHT  HIGH  SCHOOL:  Grades  9-12 


The  Boston  Public  Schools  has  fifteen  comprehensive  high  schools  and  several  special  schools  to  meet  the 
needs  of  its  students.  While  each  offers  the  same  major  courses — English,  math,  science,  social  studies,  and 
foreign  languages— high  schools  differ  in  what  special  electives  and  programs  are  available  to  their  students. 
Each  high  school  also  has  a  Magnet  Program  with  specialized  courses,  training,  and  internships  for 
students  who  are  interested  in  a  career  in  a  particular  field. 

Three  of  the  fifteen  high  schools  are  Examination  Schools:  Boston  Latin  Academy,  Boston  Latin  School,  and 
Boston  Technical  High  School.  Admission  to  these  schools  requires  that  the  student  take  a  special  entrance 
exam. 


Q.  WHAT  IS  TAUGHT  IN  BOSTONS 
HIGH  SCHOOLS? 

A-   The  BPS  offers  all  required  courses  as  well  as 
many  electives  that  vary  from  school  to  school. 
One  school,  for  example,  might  offer  journalism 
as  an  English  course  while  another  might  have 
African-American  literature.  It  is  important 
that  students  and  parents  learn  what  courses 
and  programs  each  school  offers  before  making  a 
choice. 

Q.  WHAT  ARE  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL 
MAGNET  PROGRAMS? 

A.   Each  high  school  has  a  magnet  program:

Q.  HOW  DO  STUDENTS  CHOOSE  A 
HIGH  SCHOOL? 

A,    In  February,  students  who  are  now  in  grade  8 
will  receive  an  application  listing  all  twelve 
non-exam  high  schools  and  any  special 
programs  for  which  they  may  be  eligible.    They 
will  be  able  to  choose  the  schools  that  interest 
them.  Students  who  are  now  in  grades  9,  10, 
and  1 1  may  also  apply  for  a  different  high 
school. 

Those  who  return  their  applications  before 
March  1,  1991  (the  deadline  for  Round  1),  will 
have  an  excellent  chance  of  getting  a  school  that 
they  want.  Students  who  are  not  assigned  to 
their  first  choice  school  will  have  several  other 
rounds  to  request  a  transfer.

PROGRAMS  FOR  STUDENTS  WITH  LIMITED  ENGLISH  SKILLS 

The  Citywide  Bilingual  Programs,  in  accordance  with  state  and  federal  regulations,  provide  a  program  in  which  students 
learn  basic  skills  in  their  native  language  and  also  learn  EngUsh  as  a  second  language,  until  they  are  able  to  function 
successfully  in  all-English  classes  with  EngUsh-speaking  students.  The  Boston  Public  Schools  is  committed  to  providing 
opportunities  for  second  language  acquisition  to  mono-lingual  students  in  grades  K-12.  Contact  Zone  Offices  for 
information  on  Two-way/Integrated  bilingual  programs.

Q.    HOW  ARE  STUDENTS  PLACED  IN  BILINGUAL 
PROGRAMS? 

A.    A  student  who  speaks  another  language  in  addition  to 
or  instead  of  English,  and  registers  for  the  Boston 
PubUc  Schools,  is  referred  to  Language  Assessment 
Testers  located  in  each  of  the  four  Zones  in  the  City. 
Availability  of  testers  for  testing  appointments  is 
determined  by  a  coordinated  schedule  developed  by 
the  Multilingual  Resource  Center  staff,  located  at  the 
Parkman  School  building,  25  Walk  Hill  Street, 
Jamaica  Plain.  If  testing  is  not  accompUshed  during 
the  registration  period,  testers  are  assigned  by  ap- 
pointment shortly  thereafter,  to  the  school  where  the 
student  has  been  assigned  to  attend.  A  comprehen- 
sive evaluation  is  made  of  the  student's  native  lan- 
guage skills  as  well  as  the  skills  in  English.  The 
results  are  used  in  recommending  the  program  place- 
ment for  each  student  according  to  his/her  linguistic 
dominance  or  proficiency  level  at  the  time  of  testing. 
Program  placement  will  be  confirmed  by  the  teachers 
in  the  school  and  updated  on  an  annual  basis  accord- 
ing to  program  guidelines  and  regulations.

Q.    HOW  ARE  BILINGUAL  STUDENTS  ASSIGNED? 

A.  Students  who  require  bilingual  education  programs  of- 
fered by  the  Boston  Public  Schools  are  assigned  ac- 
cording to  the  results  of  their  home  language  survey 
forms  filled  out  at  the  time  of  registration,  and  the 
language  assessment  results  when  these  are  available. 
Parents  do  not  have  the  option  of  choosing  the  school 
when  the  program  is  offered  in  a  single  site.  Assign- 
ments to  specific  schools,  when  there  are  more  than 
one  option,  are  granted  on  the  basis  of  seat 
availability  by  grade. 

Q.   WHERE  ARE  THE  BILINGUAL  PROGRAMS? 

A.    The  Boston  Public  Schools  offer  Bilingual  Programs  in 
9  languages,  in  60  schools.  Some  languages  have  mul- 
tiple program  sites  and  certain  schools  house  more 
than  one  Bilingual  Program.  Call  the  Office  for  Bilin- 
gual Education  and  Linguistic  Minority  Affairs  at 
726-6200,  ext.

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SPECIAL  EDUCATION:  PROGRAMS  FOR  SPECIAL  NEEDS  STUDENTS 


The  Boston  Public  Schools  (BPS)  Special  Education  Department  provides  a  continuum  of  special  education  programs 
and  services  that  begins  with  an  Early  Childhood  Education  Program  serving  3-4  year  old  children  with  substantial  dis- 
abilities of  any  kind  and  continues  to  high  school  level  programs  including  job  training  and  job  placement  programs.  At 
the  elementary,  middle  and  high  schools,  there  are  numerous  special  education  programs  available  to  students  who  are 
unable  to  participate  in  regular  programs  without  support. 


Q.    HOW  ARE  STUDENTS  PLACED  IN  SPE- 
CIAL EDUCATION  PROGRAMS? 

A    Students  who  are  in  need  of  special  education 
services  are  evaluated  by  a  team  of 
specialists.  An  Individualized  Education 
Plan  (lEP)  is  written  for  each  student,  if  the 
team  determines  that  the  student  needs  spe- 
cial education  services.  The  lEP  describes 
what  services  the  student  needs  and  to  what 
type  of  program  he  or  she  should  be  as- 
signed. 

Q.    DO  SPECIAL  NEEDS  STUDENTS  GET 
TRANSPORTATION? 


WHERE  ARE  THE  SPECL^  NEEDS 
PROGRAMS? 

All  schools  offer  some  special  education  ser- 
vices. Students  with  more  specialized  needs— 
a  student  who  has  both  physical  and  mental 
handicaps,  for  example,  is  assigned  to  a  pro- 
gram in  a  specific  school  by  SPED  in  consult- 
ation with  the  Special  Education  Staff  in 
Zone  Offices.

Students  with  minor  learning  problems  are 
eligible  for  regular  bus  transportation  if  they 
Hve  more  than: 


•  1  mile  from  their  kindergarten  or  elemen- 
tary school 

•  11/2  miles  from  their  middle  school 

•  2  miles  from  their  high  school. 

Students  with  more  severe  handicaps  receive 
special  transportation.  They  travel  to  and 
from  school  in  vans,  station  wagons,  or  mini- 
buses and  are  picked  up  and  dropped  off  at 
home  rather  than  at  a  corner  stop  location. 
The  team  that  evaluates  the  child  determines 
if  special  transportation  is  required.

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ADVANCED  WORK  CLASSES  FOR  GIFTED  STUDENTS  (Grades  4,  5,  and  6) 


The  Boston  Public  Schools  Advanced  Work  Classes  (AWC)  for  students  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6  offer  a  wide  variety  of 
learning  techniques  including  large  and  small  group  instruction,  individualized  and  accelerated  programming,  and  inde- 
pendent study.  The  BPS  regular  grade  level  curriculum  as  well  as  enrichment  opportunities  to  expand  the  curriculum 
are  emphasized.  The  BPS  also  has  AWC  programs  for  eUgible  Spanish  bilingual  students.  Acceptance  is  based  on  the 
scores  achieved  on  the  Aprenda. 

Q.    HOW  ARE  STUDENTS  SELECTED  FOR  AWC?  Q.    HOW  ARE  STUDENTS  ASSIGNED  TO  AWC? 


A    Students  are  selected  for  Advanced  Work  Class 
based  on  the  results  of  the  Metropolitan  Achieve- 
ment Tests  in  reading  and  mathematics.  Most  stu- 
dents begin  the  AWC  program  in  grade  4.  Once  in 
grade  4  AWC,  students  are  automatically  assigned  to 
the  grade  5  class,  unless  a  parent  requests  another 
school  or  program  or  unless  the  child  is  not 
promoted  to  the  ne5Ct  grade.  Grade  6  AWC  is  also 
guaranteed;  however,  a  parent  must  make  it  one  of 
the  choices  on  the  student's  application. 

Q.    WHERE  ARE  THE  AWC  PROGRAMS? 

A.    The  AWC  programs  exist  in  grades  4, 5  and  6  in 
elementary  schools  and  middle  schools. 


Assignments  to  the  Advanced  Work  Class  Program  will 
be  based  on  grade,  rank  order,  school  choice  (s),  seat 
availabihty  by  race  and  zone  or  citywide  percentages 
where  applicable. 

Application  materials  for  this  program  will  be  dis- 
tributed through  the  schools  to  currently  enrolled  stu- 
dents or  mailed  to  new  students.  They  will  be  offered 
all  available  AWC  programs  in  the  elementary  and 
middle  schools  for  their  zone  of  residence.  Two 
citywide  AWC  programs  will  be  available  at  the  King 
and  Timilty  middle  schools  for  students  entering 
grade  6. 

Students  not  receiving  any  of  their  AWC  choices, 
will  be  considered  for  all  other  school  choices 
selected  on  their  appUcation.  They  will  be  placed  on 
the  AWC  waiting  list  for  first  choice  only.

Q.    HOW  ARE  STUDENTS  SELECTED  FOR 
ADMISSION  TO  THE  EXAM  SCHOOLS? 

A.    Admission  is  determined  strictly  by  SSAT  test 

scores  and  grades.  To  apply,  a  student  must  take  the 
Secondary  School  Admission  Test(SSAT),  which  is 
given  in  early  Fall  for  admission  for  the  following 
September.  An  eligible  resident  may  take  the  SSAT 
without  cost;  a  non-resident  must  pay  a  fee  to  take 
the  test.  To  take  the  test,  jill  applicants  must  register 
in  advance. 

The  students  grades  are  also  counted.  They  are 
converted  into  one  number,  a  Grade  Point  Average 
(GPA).  By  mixing  SSAT  scores  and  GPA,  the  BPS  is 
able  to  give  each  student  one  rank.  Students  are 
invited  in  the  order  that  they  rank  on  the  Ust,  within 
racial  guidelines.

Q.   WHO  IS  ELIGIBLE  TO  APPLY  FOR  THE  EXAM

A.    Any  student  who  is  in  the  appropriate  grade  is

SPECIAL  PROGRAMS  FOR  BOSTON  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  (BPS)  STUDENTS 

The  BPS  offers  a  wide  range  of  programs  for  students,  some  of  which  are  open  to  any  student  in  the  city  and  some  of 
which  are  limited  to  students  who  Uve  in  certain  2U)nes. 

Another  Course  to  College  (A.C.C.) 

Do  you  want  to  get  into  college  and  achieve  your  maximum  potential?  If  yoiu"  answer  is  yes,  then  you  certainly  should 
consider  applying  to  A.C.C. 

But  what  exactly  is  A.C.C.  and  who  is  eligible  to  attend? Another  Covu-se  to  College  is  two  years  of  traditional  and  inten- 
sive college  preparatory  work  for  any  student  entering  either  his/her  junior  or  senior  year  in  Boston.  It  is  important  that 
students  and  their  families  understand  that  A.C.C  students  do  not  have  to  have  previous  college  preparatory  ex- 
perience. Present  A.  C.  C.  students  come  from  general,  fine  arts,  business,  co-op,  shop,  and  bilingual  courses.  Many  stu- 
dents who  no  longer  wish  to  attend  the  exam  schools  in  Boston  (Latin,Latin  Academy,  Technical)    also  attend  A.C.C. 
Lastly,  students  who  can  no  longer  afford  the  tuitions  or  no  longer  wish  to  attend  private  high  schools  have  found  A.C.C. 

Students  who  attend  A.C.C.  maintain  membership  at  their  home  high  school  and  will  receive  a  high  school  diploma  from 
that  school  as  well  as  a  certificate  of  college  preparatory  course  work  from  ACC/UMASS.  A.C.C.  helps  develop  student 
leadership.  The  program  encourages  student  organization,  student  programs  and  participation  in  interscholastic  athletic 
programs. 

Courses  offered  include  mathematics,  chemistry,  biology,  physics,  English,  Spanish,  French,  social  studies,  athletics, 
health  education  and  computer  education.  Electives  are  offered  in  each  of  the  major  areas  of  study.  Specific  students 
may  also  enroll  in  college  level  courses  at  U/Mass  during  the  day  or  evening  sessions.  Students  who  earn  A's  or  B's  in 
these  courses  who  elect  to  attend  U/Mass  can  have  these  courses  applied  to  their  college  requirements. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  A.C.C.  ARE  FEW,  BUT  CRUCIAL: 

•  Students  must  have  a  minimum  of  forty-nine  (49)  Boston  high  school  diploma  points,  the  requirement  for  admis- 
sion to  Grade  11; 

•  Students  should  also  have  achieved  the  required  standard  test  scores  for  their  grade  level. 

•  Students  must  have  a  sincere  desire  to  attend  college,  and  be  willing  to  do  the  academic  work  necessary  to  suc- 
ceed in  a  college  preparatory  curriculum. 

•  Students  and  parents  must  participate  in  an  intake  interview  with  school  staff  to  complete  an  application  form. 

A.C.C.  is  a  program  students  may  access  by  arranging  an  interview  with  either  the  A.C.C.  Program  Director  or  A.C.C.

Boston  Preparatory  School,  grades  8  -12 

Boston  Prep  is  an  alternative  school  designed  to  serve  the  educational  needs  of  high  school  students  who  are  at  least  16 
years  old  and  who  are  two  years  or  more  behind  grade  level  in  their  academic  work.  The  program  offers  students  a  com- 
petency-based program,  assigning  credits  by  the  successful  demonstration  of  specific  skills  that  have  been  identified  in 
advance  and  which  make  up  a  core  curriculum.  Students  can  earn  credits  at  a  pace  best  matched  to  their  abilities.    The 
program  also  has  a  community-based  learning  component.  Students  can  earn  credit  by  demonstrating  skills  learned 
through  internships  or  jobs.  Students  from  all  high  schools  with  the  exception  of  the  examination  schools  are  eligible  to 
attend.  An  eighth  grade  component  was  added  to  include  middle  school  students  who  need  a  half-year  transitional  pro- 
gram to  high  school.  Our  ei^th  grade  students  who  meet  the  appropriate  high  school  standards  of  achievement  and  be- 
havior will  go  on  to  regular  Boston  Public  Schools  high  schools  at  the  end  of  their  half-year  program.  Referrals  to 
Boston  Preparatory 's  eighth  grade  must  be  made  by  thePrincipal  of  the  home  School  and  submitted  to  the  Executive 
Assistant  to  the  Superintendent.

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I^rkman  Assessment  and  Counseling  Center 

The  Parkman  Assessment  and  Counseling  Center  is  a  program  for  students  within  the  Boston  Public  Schools  who  have 
violated  Section  7.5  of  the  Code  Of  Discipline,  being  in  possession  of  a  weapon  while  in  school.  The  purpose  of  the  pro- 
gram is  multi-faceted.  The  Center  will  serve  as  an  intervention,  assessment,  counseling  and  educational  site  for  students 
during  their  period  of  suspension  which  can  be  from  five  to  ten  days.  Services  offered  include:  Dimock  Community 
Health  Center  Counselors,Mentor  Speakers,  Jail  Brake  Program,  D.Y.  S.  Staff  from  Challenge  Program,  Boston  Youth 
Development  Counselors,  and  Northeastern  Law  School  Tours.

RECAP,  grades  6-8 

RECAP,  a  dropout  and  re-entry  program,  operates  in  all  Boston  middle  schools.  Students  in  Grades  6,  7  and  8  who  are 
having  difficulty  either  succeeding  at  or  attending  school  on  a  regular  basis  or  those  who  have  already  dropped  out  of 
school  and  who  want  to  return  are  helped. 

Students  in  the  program  can  receive  two  grade  promotions  in  one  year,  once  in  January  and  once  in  June,  enabling  them 
to  keep  up  with  students  their  own  age.  In  exchange,  RECAP  students  and  their  parents  must  sign  a  contract  that  stipu- 
lates that  the  student  will  meet  all  standards  for  promotion  that  include:  85%  attendance,  passing  grades  in  all  subjects, 
and  appropriate  scores  on  standardized  testing. 

RECAP  is  not  an  academic  or  puUout  program.  It  is  an  mtensive  school  based  support  structure  that  is  applied  to  the 

student's  academic  schedule.  Special  needs  and  bilingual  students  are  eligible  to  enroll. 

The  RECAP  program  has  been  cited  as  an  exemplary  program  by  the  Center  for  the  Study  of  Social  PoUcy  in 

Washington,  D.C.,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education,  and  the  Massachusetts  Advocacy  Center.

PROGRAMS  FOR  AT-RISK  YOUTH 

Many  students  entering  high  school  need  extra  support  to  stay  in  school  and  to  succeed.  Boston  Public  Schools,  in 
collaboration  with  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  Private  Industry  Council,  offers  two  types  of  programs  for  high  school 
students  who  would  benefit  from  additional  support  services. 

Alternative  Education  Initiative  -  Four  community  organizations  in  Boston  offer  a  school  program  leading  to  a  BPS 
diploma  for  students  who  are  at-risk  of  dropping  out  of  their  assigned  high  school.  They  are  ABCD,  Jobs  for  Youth, 
Crittenton  Hastings  House,  and  EdCo  Youth  Alternative.

Arrangements  will  be  made  for  testing  and  registering  your  child  for  school  in  your  home  language.

We  maintain  high  expectations  for  children  because  we  beUeve 
that  all  children  can  learn.  We  have  a  strong  faith  in  pubhc  education  and  value,  in  particular,  the  contributions  of 
parents  and  teachers.

SPOTLIGHTING  THE  EAST  ZONE 

•  Nearly  40%  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  within  the  East  Zone,  it  contains  almost  eighteen  square  miles  and  includes 
most  of  Dorchester,  and  commxmities  of  Hyde  Park,  Mattapan,  and  South  Boston. 

•  An  Early  Learning  Center,  twenty-eight  elementary  schools,  and  seven  middle  schools  comprise  the  East  Zone. 

•  The  United  State  Department  of  Education  has  awarded  the  East  Zone  $600,000  over  the  next  three  years  to 
continue  to  improve  mathematics  instruction. 

•  The  newly  renovated  Holmes  School  will  be  opening  as  a  K-2  elementary  school  population  with  many  new  excit- 
ing ideas. 

•  A  unique  model  integration  program  has  been  established  for  special  and  regular  education  students  at  the 
O'Hearn  School  emphasizing  cooperative  learning  among  students  and  professional  development  for  teachers. 

•  Collaborative  partnerships  with  universities  and  businesses  continue  to  be  an  important  feature  of  this  Zone. 
These  pairings  provide  additional  materials  and  support  for  our  schools. 

Instructional  leadership  is  critical  to  the  success  of  our  schools.  At  each  school  the  principal,  teachers,  and  parents  work 
together  to  develop  a  creative  learning  environment  in  collaboration  with  School  Site  Councils  and  Zone  Improvement 
Plaiming  Councils.  We  are  committed  to  our  goal  of  100%  Uteracy  through  innovative  programs  at  the  elementary  and 
middle  school  level.  An  alternative  off-site  program  for  East  Zone  middle  school  students  is  housed  at  the  Log  School. 
A  team  of  three  full-time  teachers,  social  workers,  and  an  activities  coordinator  work  with  students  from  East  Zone 
schools. 

A  major  priority  in  the  East  Zone  is  to  provide  professional  development  for  new  as  well  as  experienced  teachers.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Instructional  Cabinet  help  with  program  development,  assist  in  presenting  innovative  instructional  strategies, 
and  conduct  and/or  coordinate  professional  development  activities.  The  Professional  Development  Council,  comprised 
of  teachers  from  a  variety  of  content  areas,  meets  monthly  with  the  Instructional  Cabinet  to  share  new  ideas  and  techni- 
ques. They  disseminate  materials  and  information  on  Professional  Development  opportunities  to  teachers  at  their 
schools.

The  West  Zone  encompasses  the  geographical  areas  of  Roslindale,  West  Roxbury,  Jamaica  Plain,  and  parts  Roxbury 
and  Dorchester.  The  West  Zone's  seven  middle  schools  and  twenty-two  elementary  schools  serve  a  student  population 
of  over  eleven  thousand  and  are  a  reflection  of  the  multi-cultural,  multi-racial  characteristics  of  this  Zone.  Ten  of  our 
twenty-nine  schools  offer  transitional  bilingual  programs  in  one  or  more  of  the  following  languages:  Cambodian,  Greek, 
Laotijm,  and  Spanish. 

The  West  Zone  elementary  and  middle  schools  are  essentially  traditional  and  emphasize  basic  skills,  but  also  include 
computer  education.  There  are  strong  and  developing  computer  programs  in  all  levels  of  our  schools. 

Three  of  our  schools  enjoy  city- wide  status  because  of  their  unique  programs.  The  Rafael  Hernandez  Elementary 
School  is  a  two-way  bilingual  school  where  all  children  are  taught  both  Spanish  and  English.  On  a  middle  school  level, 
the  James  P.  Timilty  offers  Project  Promise,  a  program  which  includes  an  extended  day  and  week  and  which  is  designed 
to  improve  students'  reading,  math  and  critical  thinking  skills  with  an  intensive  multi-disciplinary  approach.   The  Martin 
Luther  King  Middle  School  has  a  communitcating  arts  magnet  theme  emphasizing  writing  across  its  multi-faceted 
curriculum. 

In  addition  to  traditional  school  programs,  all  West  Zone  schools  have  some  form  of  enrichment  program  through  Chap- 
ter 636  state  funding.  These  programs  include  Talented  and  Gifted  (TAG),  Reading,  At-Risk,  Linguistic  Mmority  Sup- 
port, and  Cultural.  Moreover,  a  number  of  West  Zone  schools  enjoy  Advanced  Work  Class  (AWC)  for  the 
academically  talented. 

The  West  Zone  has  ties  with  a  number  of  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  Boston  area:  Boston  College,  Boston 
University,  Northeastern  University,  Wheelock  and  University  of  Massacusetts.     Cultural  pairings  with  our  schools  in- 
clude Arts  in  Progress,  Boston  Conservatory,  Brown  Bag  Opera,  Boston  Zoological  Society,  Community  Music  Theater, 
Young  Audiences,  Kodaly,  Lesson  One  Associates,  Mass.  Audubon  Society,  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  and 
the  Spanish  Dance  Theater.  Additionally,  a  number  of  community  agencies  are  teamed  with  West  Zone  schools: 
Ecumenical  Social  Action  Committee,  Inc.,  Judge  Baker  Children's  Center,  New  England  Home  for  Little  Wanderers. 

The  West  Zone  is  in  its  second  year  of  professional  development  for  its  staff.  Through  a  series  of  seminars  and 
workshops  on  a  variety  of  timely  topics,  it  is  our  goal  to  reach  all  staff  members  in  the  schools  as  well  as  in  the  Zone 
Office.  We  are  conducting  common  grade  level  meetings  twice  a  year  to  discuss  grade  level  issues  and  share  successful 
teaching  ideas.  We  are  emphasizing  cooperative  learning  and  self-esteem  themes  in  our  larger  professional  develop- 
ment productions. 

In  keeping  with  the  West  Zone  spirit  of  reaching  out  to  parents,  the  West  Zone  Parent  Information  Center  is  a  vital  con- 
nector between  school  and  home.  The  Center  is  open  daily  to  handle  whatever  concerns  a  parent  may  have  in  the  areas 
of  student  assignment,  transportation,  special  needs,  or  any  school  issue.  Our  center  also  disemminates  information 
on  school  and  community  events,  sponsors  a  variety  of  workshops  for  parents,  and  takes  the  message  of  the  Boston 
Public  Schools  into  the  Community.
